SUBJECT: The US Media and the Threats Against Qaddafi  (U) 


1. Since August 1981, there have been/three totally false 
instances in which the United States media/has stated that the 
Central Intelligence Agency intended to k#1l Qaddafi of Libya. 
The first was the 3 August 1981 Newsweek/story (Tab A), which 
stated that one of Central Intelligence/Agency's proposals 
submitted to a congressional committee/was to remove Qaddafi 
from power by force. This seemed to Amply to Newsweek that. 
Central Intelligence Agency was goi to kill Qaddafi. (Uv) 


2. Approximately three weeks/ later, Jack Anderson noted .
